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How  to  Produce 


1.  SELL  ADVERTISING 


Your  very  Own 


Depending  on  how  tight  the  Engineering  Society  is 
feeling  at  the  particular  time,  the  ads  you  sell  may  have  to 
fund  the  Toike  entirely.  If  this  is  the  case,  ads  are  very 
important  since  they  determine  the  size  and  technical 
characteristics  of  the  paper  you  can  produce.  Advertisers 
should  be  impressed  with  the  circulation  of  past  Toikes  and 
buy  willingly  at  almost  any  price.  Extraordinary  persuasive 
techniques  may,  of  course,  be  necessary  to  pay  for  that  extra 
colour  or  those  last  2 pages. 


2.  DIG  UP  ATHENE 


While  not  absolutely  essential,  a theme  adds  unity  and  a 
sense  of  purpose  to  your  otherwise  unrelated  collection  of 
drivel  and  trash.  Parodies  of  other  publications  are  good 
themes,  as  they  allow  you  to  steal  a few  pages  verbatim  when 
that  well  of  ideas  (the  old  Playboy  collection,  of  course)  runs 

dry  3.GATHER  YOUR  WRITERS 


Given  proper  conditions  and  suitable  refreshments,  as 
illustrated  above,  almost  any  half-wit,  as  illustrated  above, _ 
can  be  persuaded  to  produce  stories.
